Post Office Urges Late Mailing For Xmas 


Postal officials today confessed that their annual ‘Mail 
Early For Christmas” campaigns have been downright 
ridiculous, and they assured Americans that cards and 
packages posted by December 22 can be delivered easily

“Waiting until the last 
minute to do things is part
